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Voters To Decide Group Of 
Amendments Tuesday 


The people of Alabama will 
vote on eight constitutional 
amendments next Tuesday 
when (and if) they bother to go 
tothe polls, As has been widely 
reported in the news media, 
only three of the eight have any 
application to the people of this 
area. One other involves peanut 
farmers. 


Number One, Two and Four 
apply to the entire state, while 
the others apply to individual 
counties, or special groups such 
as Number Five, which allows 
them to collect funds from 
themselves to pay themselves if 
they lose peanuts due to dis- 
ease. 


Number One lowers the rate 
of tax on apartments and other 
rental property. It is an amend- 
ment to the Lid Bill, and is 
praised as help for the ‘‘poor 
people,’ while at the same time 
is condemned as a ripoff for the 
rich property owners. If you 
believe the property tax on 
rental property should be the 
same as owner-occupied prop- 
erty, then vote YES. If you feel 
it should remain higher than the 
other, then vote NO. 


No. Two allows each school 
district to impose an additional 
three-mil property tax, but only 
if the people of that district

They can increase their ‘‘ex- 
pense allowance’’ without our 
approval as has been done in the 
past; however, this method is 
the proper approach. A YES 
vote gives them the travel 
allowance and a NO vote leaves 
it the way it now is done. 


No. Five is the peanut 
farmer bill and allows them to 
assess themselves on each ton 
of peanuts sold and receive 
payment for damaged peanuts. 
Even the peanut farmer can 
participate or ignore the pro- 
gram, even if it is approved. 
There will be no cost to the 
general public nor to peanut 
farmers who choose to ignore 
the program.

Mobile Home Owners Warned Of 
Penalty For No Tax Or Tag 


Are you one of the 1,500 
mobile home owners in Coffee 
County who has failed to buy a 
license and pay taxes this year? 
If so, beware. Dayton Shirley is 
out to get you. 

Shirley is the Coffee County 
license inspector and with the 
license deadline three months 
past, he is cracking down on 
delinquents. 

Mobile home licenses were 
on sale during the regular 
vehicle registration period, Oct 
1 to Nov. 15. Licenses cost $3.75 
plus the assessed tax at that 
time. 

Now that the deadline has 
past, an additional $1.50 late 
registration fee is charged. 

Shirley said if the trailer 
owner waits until he is cited for 
failure to have a current license, 
he will pay an additional pees 
charge ranging from $3.45 up to 
$50, depending on the length of 
time it takes him to respond to 
the citation. 

Should the owner still fail to 
get a license after receiving a 
citation, he could find himself 
facing additional fines and court 
cost, Shirley said. 

He noted that it is the 
responsibility of the mobile 
home owner, not the renter, to

Farmers Get 
Nut Profit 


All of the 72,049 tons of 1979 
crop additional farmers stock 
peanuts put into loan through 
GFA Peanut Association by 
peanut producers in the 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama area 
have been sold at a profit, states 
Charles F. Coker, Manager, of 
GFA. 

Coker stated that none of the 
72,049 tons sold for less than 
$425 per ton and the: last tons 
sold for as high as $4S7 per ton. 
The additional peanuts were 
sold by competitive bid from lot 
lists. The average price received 
per ton should be between $430 
and $435. Coker estimates that 
farmers should receive:a rebate 
of between $90 and $100 per ton 
on their additional 
1 peanuts marketed 
GFA. Earnings on the additional 
peanuts cannot be distributed 
until all en pesouss handled by 

GFA are poof cross 
compliance between the various 
pools.

Dear Mr. Cox: 

I want to call your attention 
to a very important constitu- 
tional amendment that will 
appear on the March 11 ballot 
and encourage your editorial 
support. 

Amendment No. 2, which 
was sponsored by me in the 
1979 legislative session, would 
allow the various school districts 
to levy up to an additional three 
mill district school tax provided, 
however, that a majority of 
qualified electors in that school 
district, voting in a special 
election for that purpose, shall 
vote in favor. 

Passage of this amendment 
should encourage more local 
support for schoo/s in a state 
that ranks in the; bottom five 
states in the nation in that 
category. Conversely, on the 
state level Alabama ranks in the 
top five states in funds 
appropriated by the Legislature 
to local school systems. The 
upshot is the state is doing a 


great deal, the local 
communities very little. 
Anytime local school 


districts go over 12 mills, they 
must go statewide for voter 
approval to add anything 
additional. This is an antiquated 
limit and causes undue effort on 
the part of local school districts 
in raising the amount of funds 
they contribute locally. 

Amendment No, 2 would, in 
one amendment, allow an 
increase of three mills for local 
schools but at the same time 
leave the implementation of any 
tax increase in the hands of the 
localities involved. 

The alternative would be for 
the 73 school systems now at the 
12 mill limit or over, to have to 
come with separate consti: 
tional amendments. 

I hope you will see fit to 
endorse Amendment No, 2 as 
we work together to increase 
educational quality in the state 
of Alabama.

Do you need help? Perhaps 
you are facing things that you 
don’t feel free to consult your 
friends or others with. David 
often found himself facing situa- 
tions, probably of the same 
nature as yours. One thing he 
had learned was that he could 
always seek God for help. 

Notice the scriptures found 
in Psalms 56:8,9-- ‘*Thou tellest 
my wandering, put thou my 
tears into thy bottle, are they 
not in thy book? When I cry 
unto thee, then shall mine 
enemies turn back, this I know 


for my God is for me.”’ 
Davidin this Psalm throws 


himself into the hands of God by 
faith. In all his trouble and 
distress, he never threw down 
his harp, but when the dangers 
were the greatest he was in 
there singing and praising his 
God. 
We must face our troubles 
just as David, by seeking God's 
mercy. His cry was, ‘Be 
merciful unto me, O God."’ 
Problems that come into our 
lives can be looked upon as 
enemies, trying to destroy our 
faith in man, ourselves, and 
God. David knew that there 
were many enemies trying to 
destroy him, He let God know, 
thay were many that oppressed 
him and that wrest his words.

1 need no other 
weapon than tears and prayers, 
“This I know, for God is for 
me.’’ (Psalms 56:9). He will 
plead my cause, to protect and 
deliver me, If God be for me 
who can be against me so as to 
prevail.

Patsy Powell, senior 
sponsor, and Douglas Green, 
principal at Zion Chapel, set up 
a telephone call to Representa- 
tive Bill Dickinson on February 
21, 1980. The students of the 
junior and senior classes had the 
opportunity of asking questions 


on different current event 
issues. 
Representative Dickinson 


was asked what his views were 
on the draft and drafting 
women, how far the government 
would go to get the hostages out 
of Iran, including military 
options, and what was being 
done militarily to get the 
Russians out of Afghanistan? 
He said that on the issue of 
drafting women, if at some point 
we needed to, he would support 
it but he sees no need to draft 
women and it would be unlikely 
that he would support it. He 
supports registering and 
deahing men, Dickinson states 
that we can rule out military 
options in Iran unless the 
hostages are killed. THere is no 
where in Iran for one of our 
helicopters to land much less an 
invasion force. He hopes that 
the commission sent to Iran is 
bringing the hostages closer to 
being released. Mr. Dickinson 
also states that we are not 

to war over the Russians being 
in Afghanistan. We are not 
doing militarily only politically. 
Our major concern is what other 
military activities the Russians 
will engage in that area.

Tax Assessor Asks County Commission For $27,834.34 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular session 
on Monday, March 10, at the 
courthouse in Elba, and heard 
Tax Assessor Mac McKinney 
ask for $27,834.34 to cover 
additional salaries he had to pay 
due to the reappraisal program. 


McKinney presented figures 
to the Commission that showed 
he had to pay $12,141.19 in 
extra salaries from April 1978 to 
October 1978, and an additional 
$15,693.15 in salaries from 


October 1978 through Septem- 
ber 1979. McKinney told the 
Commission he had _ spent 
$27,834.34 out of his pocket, 
and asked if he could be repaid. 


Documents presented at the 
meeting showed that the Attor- 
ney General was asked about 
whether or not it wouki be legal 
to pay McKinney, and the 
answer was ‘‘It will be neces- 
sary for the county commission 
to determine for itself that the 
additional cost and the salaries 


to be paid were the result of the 
reappraisal program. However, 
acting on the fact that the 
presumption is true, the Com- 
mission could reimburse the tax 
assessor for the work he per- 
formed.”’ 


“It's not as bad as I 
thought,’’ stated McKinney, 
“and I had expected it to be 
about $10,000 higher. I had to 
pay $6,800 to have car receipts 
written out by hand, and I 
haven't had a good night's sleep 


in over a year, I have employed 
a certified public accountant to 
compute my additional expens- 
es down to the nickel, and the 
figure is correct.’’ 


“I don't think a public 
official should have to take 
money out of his own pocket to 
run his office,’ said Commis- 
sioner Bennie Bekcham, ‘‘but I 
don’t think the Commission 
should have to cover the whole 
bill. Each agency effected 
should pay their share of the 


bill.”” 


The Commission discussed 
the pay request at some lengths 
and agreed some amount should 
be paid, but felt a detailed study 
should be made to make sure all 
the money requested was in- 
deed spent on reappraisal. 


Monday's meeting began at 
10:00 a.m. with all commission- 


Coffee County voters joined 
with voters statewide in endors- 
ing both President Carter and 
Ronald Reagan to represent 
their respective parties in the 
November elections.

The meeting opened with 
Judge Sawyer reading letters 
from New Brockton Mayor 
Frank Sawyer and the New 
Brockton Rescue Squad, both of 
whom thanked the Commission 
for their recent $5000 donation 
to the Rescue Squad. 


The Commission approved 
two A-95 Reviews for federal 
funding. They were $475,404 to 
help the Organized Community 
Action Program (Headstart), 
and $191,512 for the Alabama 
Migrant and Seasonal Farm 
Workers Council. 


County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins requested the date of 
his retirement be moved up to 
May 20, and the Commission 
accepted his resignation effect- 
ive on the date requested. 
Mullins, who is 69 years old, has 
worked with the county a total of 
19 years, and has been County 
Engineer for the past 3 years in 
his latest stint with the county. 
Probate Judge James Sawyer 
praised Mullins for his many 
years of service, while Com- 
missioner Beckham stated he 
would accept the resignation 
‘with reluctance.”’ 


Mullins reminded the Com- 
mission that at the previous 
meeting he reported plans were 
being drawn up to repair a 
bridge on the Airport Road in 
Elba, and at Monday’s meeting 
he presented the paperwork that 
must be sent to the state, 


“The bridge is dangerous,”’ 
warned Mullins, ‘‘and it will be 
expensive to repair it. If the 
money becomes available at the 
state level, these plans will help 
us get some funds. The plans 
must be authorized by the State 
before any work can be done, 
and by getting them authorized 
now, we'll stand a better chance 
of being funded.’’ 


The Commission approved 
sending the plans to the State 
with a check for $900 so a 
preliminary study can be made 
as soon as possible. 


The county engineer also 
reported his department had 
received a grant for $45,000 in 
off-systems money, and stated 
the funds would resurface ap- 
proximately two miles of roads. 
The Commission discussed 
which roads needed resurfac- 
ing, at which time Mullins 
stated, ‘‘Just put your finger on 
a map of the county and it will 
need it. We have over 135 miles 
of roads that need work done on 
them.’’ After discussing the 
conditions of various roads, it 
was decided the money would 
be used to resurface a two-mile, 
stretch on the Taylor Mill Road 
(on County Road 54 from the 
intersection of County Road 11 
to Highway 141). 


Two jail reports were pre- 
sented to the Commission, and 
both were satisfactory except for 
the inspection of the kitchen. An 
inspection by the State Board of 
Corrections listed the following 
findings: Building - in good 
condition, except dirty grills on 
windows; Safety Features - 
good, except stairs rated as 
poor; and Food Services - not 
good. The condition of the 
kitchen is poor, shelves poor, 
screen poor, storage poor and 
refrigeration poor. Standards of 
Sanitation are not adequate! 


A general report on the jail 
stated that heating and ventila- 
tion is not adequate, and that 
the jail does not meet ‘‘fumiga- 
tion regulations’’ stated in Title 
14, Chapter 6-96. Continuing, 
the report stated unnecessary 
items are in the jail, such as 
electrical appliances and exten- 
sion cords. The kitchen, 
according to the inspector, is 
“too small for the jail and in 
poor condition.’’ 


The report did note many

improvements made at the jail, 
but also complained the jail 
population was over its capacity, 
and stated two prisoners were 
sleeping on tables, and one was 
forced to sleep in the drunk 
tank. 


The only violation reported 
in a Health Department inspec- 
tion was overhead sewage in the 
jail. 


Mr. Charles Baker, the 
county resident who sold the 
county land for the new sanitary 
landfill, was at the meeting 
Monday and asked about the 
method used to pay for the land. 
The county made an $18,000 
down payment on the land and 
originally agreed to pay off the 
remaining $43,877.20 in four 
annual installments. 


Baker discussed the advant- 
ages of receiving the total 
amount owed in a lump sum, 
but later decided to check with 
an accountant before finalizing a 
payment plan. 


If a resolution adopted by 
the Commission is acted on 
favorably by the local legislative 
delegation, the next commis- 
‘sioners will receive a pay 
increase. Commissioners now 
receive $350 a month in salary 
and $450 a month as an expense 
account, or a total of $800 a 
month, 


“TI think $350 a month is 
inadequate as a salary,’’ de- 
clared Commissioner Bennie 
Beckham, ‘‘and I would like to 
see an increase in either the 
Salary or expense account. 
When I go to meetings and tell 
people what I make they think 
it’s ajoke. I think we should ask 
the county’s legislative delega- 
tion to discuss the request, and 
if they feel we deserve a raise, 
introduce a bill to increase the 
salary of the next group of 
commissioners.’’ 


The resolution 
unanimously.

When the time came to pay 
bills, all went smoothly until a 
$693.75 bill from a Birmingham 
law firm hit the table. The bill 
circulated around the table 
twice without being signed, and 
on its third trip, it did pick up 
the signatures of Bennie Beck- 
ham and Max J. Reeves. 
However, when the meeting 
was adjourned, the bill was still 
on the table with only two 
signatures. 


The bill, from the law firm of 
Cabaniss, Johnston, Gardner, 
Dumas and O'Neal, was for 
legal services in preparation of a 
sales tax resolution as requested 
by County Attorney Warren 
Rowe. The matter centers 
around a court order to build a 
jail in Enterprise, and a resolu- 
tion adopted in November, 
1979, which instructed Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer, in his 


capacity as Chairman of the 
Commission, to explore meth- 
ods of financing the cost of the 
project, including Federal 
grants, and to report to the 
Commission at the next regular 
meeting in December, 1979. 


Judge Sawyer authorized 
payment of the bill, but the 
controversy has apparently 
risen because some commis- 
sioners feel the action to employ 
the law firm was taken without 
their knowledge, and in conflict 
with the resolution. A bill must 
be approved by a majority of the 
Commission (4) to become legal, 
and if the above-mentioned bill 
fails to get the needed signa- 
tures, it could be charged back 
to Judge Sawyer and the 
commissioners who signed it. 


In other action at Monday's, 


meeting, the Commission: 


***heard County Engineer 
Leslie Mullins report repair 
work would be done on a 
drainage ditch on Bellwood 
Road when time permitted; 
***approved an additional 2- 
week vacation without pay for a 
county employee; 

***received a notice from Ala- 
bama Power Company that the 
county would save $828 per year 
on the light bill at the Farm 
Center due to the disconnecting 
of 6 light poles in the parking 
lot; 

***authorized Commission 
Clerk Brunease Winston and an 
assistant to attend a County 
Financial Management Work- 
shop at Eufaula, on March 
24 - 26; 

*** ranted a salary increase for 
Joseph B. Adkinson; and 
***received a letter from 
George Hocutt concerning the 
Coffee County Civil Defense 
Program. In the letter, Mr. 
Hocutt reported he had ‘‘dis- 
covered at least three facts 
about this program. Fact #1: 
The success or failure of a civil 
defense program depends solely 
on the County Commission. 
They are responsible for hiring a 
i ea director and provid- 
ing him the necessary funds. 

Fact #2: For the past few 
years, Coffee County has had a 
so-called ‘‘part-time’’ director 
who has accomplished little or 
nothing in providing this county 
with an adequate civil defense 
program which has resulted in - 

Fact #3: As of July 1, the 
Federal Government and State 
Government (which has been 
supplying 50% of the funds) will 
terminate support of our ‘‘Do 
Nothing’’ program.”’ 

Hocutt later urged the Com- 
mission to do several thin 
including appropriating monies 
to implement the program and 
hiring a competent civil defense 
director. 


The meeting was adjourned, 
and the next meeting is sche- 
duled for Monday, March 24, in 
Elba.
